EXTRADITION. 
MAKING HASTE VERY SLOWLY. 

Lonpon, May 6.—[Special Cabie.]}—The Cab- 
inet held a special session yesterday and consid- 
ered the question of the extradition of P. J. 
Sheridan and John Walsh. It is stated that the 
meeting-was divided upon the question as to 
whether the Goverament had a case sufficient to 
request the United States te give the men up. 
Eari Granville is seid to take the ground that 
the Government is far from prepared to ask tor 
the extradition, and says that ‘the correspond- 
ence hc has dad with Washington, as well as 
the information he has dertved from the Amer- 
ican Minister at London, convinced bim 
that unless the Government is better equipped 
with evidence the extradition, if requested, will 
be refused. He is said to advise the withholding 
of the demand for extradition until the Gov- 
eroment’s case is sirengthened by further 
evidence. Earl Granville has, it is understood, 
informed Mr. Sackville- West, the British Min- 
ister at Washington, that all evidence wili be 
sent to bim, and has requested him to submit 
the entire case then to American counsel, and if 
they advise it to therdupon ask the United 
States Government to deliver up both Sheridan 
and Walsh. 

THE AMERICAN POSITION. 

“WASHINGTON, D. C., May 6.—(Special.]—Ia ro- 
gard to all forins of the assasination movement 
in this country in conoection with the Irish ques- 
tion, it may be assumed with certainty that our 
Government is both ready and anxious to e- 
press its detestation and official condemnation 
of every feature of the matter which can be 
made a subject of legal action. There is no ele- 
ment of the dynamite conspiracy which will be 
allowed to shield itseif behind the absurd plea 
that it forms part of a political movement, and 
that the United States pretends to afford a 
refuge for all who are only charged with 
political crimes. It is believed that our author- 


ities will arrest on their motion, and without a 


suggestion from Great Britain in any specific 
case any persuns who may be discovered in pre- 
paring infernal machines for use abroad. It is 
said that tive l’resicent regards it as a matter of 
good cumity a. well as a matter intimately con- 
cerning the National welfare that prompt steps 
be taken to show thata party of assasination is 
outiawed in this untry. and at 
its members place emseives outside 
of all claims to any attention ex- 
cept such as will most speedily secure 
their punishment. In case of ests from 
Great Britain for the extradition of any persons 
charged with being accessory to acts of assasina- 
tion, it is certain that onr authorities will not 
lay obstacies in the way of extradiuvun, but that 
they will facittate ali measures for securing 
such assasius, Only taking care that such evi- 
dence of gullt as is culled for by our treaties is 
suomi in every case. The Administration 
bas full faith in the cordial support of all law- 
abiding citizens in every step it may take, iook- 
ing to the prompt suppression of every element 
of the assassination movement. 


IN PARLIAMENT. 

SIGNS OF A POSSIBLE BREAK IN THE PARTY. 

Lox Dbox. May 6.—(Special Cabie.}—The [Irish 
members do pot believe that Tynan bas turned 
informer. Mr. Forster's followersin the Com- 
mons bave pressed so closely upon Mr. Parnelt's 
party for an explanation of the identity of the 
bionde member of the House whom Carey swore 
attended meetings of the Invincibles as to make 
the position of some of the Lrish members most 
uncomfortable. Yesterday, to every one’s 
amazement, Mr. Barry, the Irish member from 
Wexford County, a strong Parneliite, and 
the gentieman who secured. for Tynan 
the situation he long hbeid as commercial 
traveler in Ireland for the London stathonery 
house of Costello & Co., offered to resign his 
seat in the House on the ground that his pres- 
ence may prove embarrassing to the irish lead- 
er. The Government had learned of Barry’s 
former relations to Tynan, and used the kuowl- 
edge toharaes the Irish party, but it is said that 
all the Government knew was the fact stated 
above, which they used to produce the impres- 
sion that Tynan had turned informer. The 
amazement over Mr. Barry's proposed resigna- 
tion was pot lessened when, sbortly afterward, 
E. Dwyer Gray, proprietor of the Dublin Free- 
man’s Journal, informed Mr. Parnell that be also 
intended rqresign. Mr. Parnell was requested by 
Mr. Gray t nin that ill health and pressing 
journalistic duties necessitated nis resignation. 
Mr. Parnell of course refused to accept of either 
tender, and strongly urged Mr, Barry and Mr. 
Gray to retain their seats. Every effort is being 
made by the Irish members to induce the recon- 
sideration requested by Mr. Parnell. The 
Forster party poiat to the couduct of Mr. Barry 
and Mr. Gray asa confession, of weakness by 
the Irish party. and as the beginning of the dis- 
ruption of Parnellism, which they claim the 
Government's information is sure to bring 
about sooner or later. Arthur O Connor bas 
submitted to the Irish Parliamentary party a 
prvposal that the party be divided into small.

THE INFORMERS. 
HOW THE CONSUL 18 IMPOSED UPON, 

New York, May 6.—[Special.]—John Devoy, 
editor of the Iris: Nation, was asked today wbat 
be thought of the statement of the English 
Consul, Mr. Pierrepont Edwards, that an im- 
mense amount of information bas been volun- 
teered to the Consulate by Irishmen here in 
New Vork. and that the great difficulty has been 
to discriminate between what was true and what 
was false. He also said it appeared at one time 
that every Irishman out of employment in New 
York bad the impression that be could make $20 
or $25 by coming to the British Consul’s office 
and making a statement regarding some Irish 
conspiracy. Mr. Devoy said that there was 
probably a good deal of truts in what Mr. Ed- 
wards says. : 

“There are,“ said Mr. Devoy, two kinds of 
informers bere—oae kiud gives information di- 
rectly to the Englisn, the other gives it to the 
reporters. Men of the latter kind are the clews 
to the British detectives and the Consul. and I 
consider them equally guilty with men who 
give information for money. u tanding 
that they may talk to reporters under pretense 
of zeal for the cause. I haye no doubt that a 
number of men bave gone to the Consul and of- 
fered him information, but 1 do not be-

IN NEW YORK, 


New York, May 6.—([Special.)|—A number of 
Irish meetings were heid in the city today, but, 
with ove exception, their action was confined to 
receiving the reports of their delegates 
to Philadeiphia and conlirming the action 
of the convention. The exception was 
the Irish Revolutionary Brotherhood, which 
met in Clarendon Hall in Thirteenth stregt. 
A genera! call was issued to the brotnerhood by 
the Innisfail Association. The Innisfail is a 
secret society, of which Patrick Joyce, Secre- 
tary of the Skirmishing Fund, is the most prom- 
inent member. This society beld a prelimi- 
nary meeting to receive the report ot their 
delegates to the convention. The report 
stated that the convention was packed; that the 
body of delegates was led by a faction of priests, 
and that the physical-force men had been 
clearly in the ascendant, but had restrained 
themselves by an effort of the greatest patience. 
The report was veceived and adopted, after 
which the meeting was thrown open to all Lrisb- 
men for the sake of reurgaaizing the oid Irish 
Repubiican Brotherhood on a pronounced and 
detinit basis as a protest against the 
constitutional uagitation instituted by the 
convention. About 100 men were present. 
O’ Donovan was tnere. and Patrick Joyce, and 
“Rocky Mountain Smfh, and Peter Ryan, 
and Dr. Farrie, and all the lights in the dyna- 
mite firmament. They gathered in a circle 
and picked out from among themselves 
John Kirwin and set him in their 
midst. Then they picked out all 
the reporters one by one who had been bidi 
in various dark places behind the doors, an 
they placed them quickly without, and they set 
& man to watch that no reporter shouid 

in. Then the shouting began. The 
tan-na-Gael was no longer a revolutionary 
body. At Philadeiphia it bad fallen under the 
domination of the Land League; wherefore, 
since the Clan-na-Gael had betrayed its trust it 
was necessary to institute a new grand -/ revolu- 
tionary body. No new body could be framed better 
than on the old lines of the Irish Revolutionary 
Brotherhood. The new body, thea, should bear 
that nume. Any person wishi to join that 
body would please step forward to the tabie 
and enroll his name. It was decided that 
a grand demons tration should presently be heid 
by the Brotherh oot, whereby it chould declare 
itself, wherein every mau should have free 
speech, and whereupon the schemes of the Phil- 
adeiphia Brothe rhoud should come to naught. 


FINERTY EXPLAINS. 


HIS GREAT OBJECTION TO THE PHILADEL- 
PHIA CONVENTION IS THAT FREE DISCUS 
SION WAS NOT ALLOWED. 

The Sixth Ward Land League met io St.

THE IRISH RATIFICATION MEETING. 

CHICAGO, May 6,—[Bditor of The Tribune. 
The so-calied ratification meeting in Central 
Music- Hall Saturday night turned out to be lit- 
tle more than a fizzle. Notwifhstanding ex- 
tensive newspaper publicity, numerous iavita- 
tions, and the braving of a brass band through 
the streets ail the previous day, not more than 
300 ununiformed men gathered to ratify the pro- 
ceedings of the packed convention at Phitadel- 
phia, and the ubsence from the platform of 
prominent Irish-Americans and of Americans

THE PACIFIC COAST. 


Democratic Candidate for United States 
Senator—Vauarious Notes. 

SaN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 6.—George Hearst, 
the unsuccessful Democratic candidate for 
Governor of this State, is mendoned as the com- 
ing Democratic candidate for the United States 
Senate. Hearst is a man of great wealth and 
the chief financial power of the Examiner, the 
leading Democratic paper of this city. 

Work on the Merved Canal, projected to irri- 
gate the vast tract of Ury land in the San Joaquin 
Valley. is being rapidiy pushed forward.

completed a quarter of a mon acres of 


poor heat land will be turned ‘into good fruit 
and a sa land. Should the scheme prove a 
financial success it will be the commencement 
of other similar canals, which win make tho 
San Joaquin Valley the heaviest wheat-raising 
section on the continent. The great drawback 
hithertu has been the want of water, the natural 
water sources being coutroled by a few monopo- 
lista, who have beddled it out at prices ruinous 
to farmers. :

If ¢alled upon to do some great 
thing, to make a mighty effort towards the ac- 
com plishment of a great success; they brace up 
for work and feel that te ia worth liv 
afterall. Yet, looked at from a proper stand- 
point, the smallest duties of life have honors 
and dignities attached. The morning prayer, 

tol and domestic and business duties 

were often regarded as tedious trities by the sour- 
ing mud. but if regarded aright there is the same 
dignity iu sweeping a house as in ruling a King- 
dom. A loyalty to God ennoebies every duty. 
It those who complain uf the pettiness of lite 
were raised to bighet positions, even to the rul- 
ing of Kingdoms, they would find the duties 
equally irksome and monotonous. The great 
of this world have troubles ane ate 
tions as the poorest, and 
all are equally honored of God according 
as they till the piace assigned them.

Lessons from the Garden of Eden. 

At the Second Presbyterian Church last even- 
ing the Rev. B. J. MePherson delivered au in- 
teresting sermon, taking hig text from the third 
chapter of Genesis. He invited bis congrega- 
tion to enter the Garden of Eden, which God 
meant to be paradise, to study the downfall of 
our frst parents. That they sinned it a fact, 
bowever we may choose to explain it, but 
whether a parabie or a fact the moral lesson is 
equally plein, After Adam nad sinned he was 
afraid ang ted to hide himself, for now he 
knew too Buch, knowing he bad eaten of the 

ree ofevil, He has cursed himself and is helo- 

ess unless God comes back to him. It is the 
epitome of human history. It is we 
ourseives who turn a deaf ear to God. Adam 
was human, and we are at home with bim, as 
we are not with Christ, Adam was a represent- 
ative quipbler. It was not because of bis nudity, 
but because of his sins he feared, and he resort- 
ed tu subterfuge, and maguified bis sufferinys, 
hoping to cause God's pity. When he is charged 
with guilt, be tries to shift the blame on Eve. 
Yet we must not be too severe With Adam, or 
we will be as bad as be. There is really no com- 
28288 between ourselves and him. The only 
ing he bad ever seen and whom bo loved en- 
tic bim into evil.

Supreme faith In the 
Lord, in which there is no teur, is reaily love, 
and it fs this the Apostie Joba speaks of 
when he says: Iba ve nofear iv love: perlect 
love casteth out fear, because fear bath torment, 
He that feareth is not made perfect in love.” 
Faith with the angele in Hen veu is nothing else 
than ilove. Falsity and evil carry in themseives 
their own punishment—thbe Constant fear of 
retribution, The truth carries with it a sense of 
safety, and when one experiences a sense of 
fear it ie caused by some talse principlé in bim. 
Hatred is the source of fear, and lack of faith 
the condition jete which it flows. Fear not” 
means Do not despair: have hope; have cour- 
age: continue to work with energy.” Hence 
the Lord says: “Be of cheer; 1 have 
overcome the worid.“ 


THE REV. EDWARD A. TERRY. 


Meretful Compassion, 

The Rev. Edward A, Terry, of St. Ann’s, Al- 
bany, wbo was for many years a priest in this 
city, and won a high reputation asa brilliant 
pulpit orator, lectured in St. Patrick's Church 
last evening under the auspices of the St. Viu- 
bent de Paul Society, There were fully 2,000 
people present. 

Asan introduction to his discourse, he read 
the story of the Good Samaritan, and then gave 
the derivation of “aims,” tracing the word from 
ite source, and saying that, as it stood today, it 
was ouly the breken fragment of a form once 
chiseled in the li of divine pity by the hand 
of Christian mpathy. Christ singled out 
charity from the group of virtues, and 
assured us that the degree of eternal happiness 
or eteroal misery Bhouid depend upon the exer- 
cise or neglect of its dictates. The whole sum 
and substance of the Gospel might be gathered 
into the ope Godlike sentiment of merciful 
compassion. The Savior was during His life 
every where associated with the poor and identi- 
fied with their interests. The lowliest social 
condition, with its needs and privations, borne 
with a proper spirit, was the constant theme of 
His preaching, and supplied the most striking 
iiiustrations of His trine. He was pot 
mightiest when seated ia the ball of the wealthy 
Pharisee, but when He turned from table 
and healed the arm of the sufferer by Mis side; 
He was not ereatest in His eyes when He heli 
the Jewish doctors spellbound by His wisdom, but 
when he took the baby from its mother’s arms, 
smiied in its sinless face, and lgid it upon bis 
bbsom, the bome of all our beiplesness. The 
Gospel of Christianity was the apotheosis of 
those who bore the Ils of lite for God's sake 
the apotheosis of those who poured the baim 
of 8 into the human heart, and reached 
forth the hidden band of charity, and recog- 
nized kinship in every face of need, 

The miseries of the world were the result of 
sin—the evyidense, not so much of sin in indi- 
vidual cases, but evidence of that sin by ewhich 
all were made poor, It was into a fallen 
world, where rags and sia wen in hand 
and wisery fuilowed in the track of crime, thas 
Christ, the Messiah, was sent to announce the 
good tidings of deliverance. 

The Gospel was for the Pen and for the poor 
alike. The words of prop ecy were figurative, 
precisely as the acts of Christ were symbolical; 
and the poor, the blind, the leprous,and the 
afflicted, to whose healing and deliverance the 
Messiab was anointed and commissioned, were 
the entire human family, whose miseries were 
the result of the sing whieh He came to take 
away for the world, The eontrolling fact of the 
Gospel was that Christ came to carry the sins of 
the world, and therefore was committed to 
carry its rags and misery. Men were awakened 
into pew ite by the touch of Heaven—looked 
into each other's faces and found that they were 
bretbren, and, reading the lesson of God's love 
in the Incarnation and the ransom, learned for 
the first time the value of the souls for which 
sucb a price was paid. 

Men ana women in all ages had consecrated 
their lives to the exercise of this virtue, to 
which attached the promise of the Heavenly 
Kingdom. 

lp conclusion, be spoke eloquently of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, whe made looking after the poor 
his life's work, and said that charity brought 
the baim of Heaven, with a word of cheer, into 
every home, every bospital, to every battile- 
Held, down even inte the trench where the 
bleeding soldier laid in the throes of death, 
Sbould we say this love of God was cold tor us 
when it gave us cheer and hope—was the price 
He paid for us that we wight knuw the value 
in His sight of the poorest and the weakest of 
His creatures.

St. Bernard, the celebrated Abbott of Ciairvoux 
was incessant in his advocacy of special 
devotions to the Blessed Virgin, 
traveied throughout all Europe tor the 
purpose of establisning confraterpities and de- 
votional societies in her honor. He it was who 
composed the celebrated prayer entitied tae 
„ Momorare, addressed to Mary as the mother 
of God, whereby a sinner might present bis pe- 
tion to the Almighty through the advocacy of 
the purest of His creatures. In coseclusion, 
Father Waldron gad: “This new Western 
world is aa special manner dedicated to the 
mother of God. Columbus, the saintly man who 
discovered it, was one of ber most devoted sous, 
and as the little bark in which he sailed on his 
voyage of discovery neared these Western 
shores he gathered bis little band of sailors upon 
the deck of the vessel just before the sun 
disappeared below the horizon, and with them 
hanted the Salve Regina” in honor of the

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THE RAILROADS. 
An Electric Rallway—An Undertaking 


in Which Science Borders on the 
Verge of Bomance—Under the Bed of 


the ‘Thames, — 
London Correspondend Philadelphia Times.] 
—The prospectus of the ring Cross & Water- 


loo Electric Railway Company represents one of 
those undertakings in whieh ygience verges on 
the borderg ot romance. The Thames tunnel. 
which used to be one of the marvels of London, 
is as nothing compared with the iron subway 
along which passengers wil! be sued by lightning 
under the bed of the Thames. Yet the famous 
work of Brune) cost £468,000, whereas the con- 
tract for the electrical tunnel has been 
let for 230,00. The Thames tun- 
nel; begun in 18%, was not ftnished 
until 1843, but the new tunnel, instead of 
taking eighteen years to construct, will be com- 
pieted in eighteen montps,. Of course the Char- 
ing Cross tunnel will not be so large as the first 
tunnel, which consists of two parallel arches of 
masonry fourteen feet broad, sixteen feet 
high, and 1,200 feet long, bus it will be much 
wider than the gloomy and anpleasant subway 
at the Tower, Which, although 400 yards long, is 
only seven feet in diameter and was made in 
less than a year at a cost of £3,000.

General Outlook. 

Sr. Pat., Minn., Muy 5.—(Spécial.)—Speciais 
tothe Pioncer- Press from the following widely 
separated towns show the progress of seeding:

Sr. Paul, Mino., May 6.—[Speclal.]— Reports 
from all the cultivated counties of the State 
have been received by Secretary Young, of the 
State Board of Immigration. They indicate that 
— about 86% percent of the wheat-piantimg 
had been dove April. Farmers were con- 
tinuing to plant, however, but the prospect now 
is that an area equal only to per cent of that 
of Ide will be planted this year. Wet weather 
and the condition of unsown ground tends to 
delay planting still tonger, and Minnesota 
farmers understand that late- soon wheat is 
likely to encounter a hot, dry spell about 
the time it is maturing; hence they 
will hardiy persist in sowing beyond a 
few days longer at the farthest. A still less 
percentage of oats were sown. Up to May | not 
more than 1-6 per cent of the proposed area had 
been sown, but with this crep it is different, and 
it will probabiy coutiuue to be seeded until the 
whole extent of land intenaed is put in. It is 
believed that the acreage will be equal to 116 
percent. About 72.8 per cent of the land intended 
Lor barley was sown up to the close of April, and 
while it is doubtful whether the full amount re- 
ported April 1 as set apart for this crop will be 
sown, it is the neral opinion of corre- 
spondents that it will, and that the 
acreage will exceed by 6 per cent what 
it was last year. The reports respecting rye are 
s0 meagre that an opinion can hardiy be formed 
as to the extent of the spring sowing. There is 
said to be a greater acreage of winter rye sown 
than last year, and the area of the two varieties 
will probably be an increase of 1 or 2 per cent on 
the acreage of last year. Uniess the season shall 
prove far less prepitiougs than there is any 
reason to suppose, the Screage of corn to be 
panted will exceed that of 1882 by at least 15 per 
cent. There is some expressiva of apprehension 
that seed fit for planting may not be procurabie, 
but this is confined toa limited locality, and is 
not general there by any means. It seems to be 
the impression among farmers that the number 
of acres devoted to sorghum will also be increased 
though but slightly. The backwardness of the 
seasou bas affected grasses, both wild and culti- 
vated, unfavorably, and pastures and meadows 
are from 10 to 15 per cent inferior to what they 
were this time last year. Cattle and stock of all 
kinds continue to be reported in excellent con- 
dition, but dairying and creameries are suffering 
somewhat on account of deficient pasturage.

CONKLING’S THIRD-TERM WAIL. 
It is not extravagant to say that Mr. Roscoe 


Conkling made a consummate ass of himself 
at the dinner given by the Saturday Night 


Club in New Kork. Gen. Grant was present 
and spoke earnestly in favor ot reciprocal 
trade relations with Mexico. His remarks 
were appropriate, well-timed, dignified, and 
withal rather eloquent. Notwithstanding 
the tangible evidences Gen. Grant gave of 
nis physical vitality and mental vigor, Conk- 


ical remains. Oh. why did he die?“ 
shriekea Conkling-with the wild fervor of a 
Hibernian mourner under the stimulants of 
gtief and mountain dew.” The scene he 
made wis humiliating to the distinguished 
guest, disgustingly out of place; and caleu- 
lated simply to advertise Conkling’s own ig- 
norance of the fitness of things, 

Conkling’s purpose may have been to ven- 
tilate his subserviency to the political fort 
unes of a great man, but the effect was to 
reveal his chagrin and anger at his own po- 
litical failure. His reference to leaders“ 
and “bosses” betrayed the real cause of his 
misplaced lamentations. “ Point out to mea 
„boss and I will show you a man Who, dy 
virtue ot his 6wn ability, deserves to be a 
‘boss’,”” were Conklitig’s words. The phrase 
savored of a reminiscence. Conkling’s mind 
went back to the day when he flung away 
ambition to gratify a malignant spite against 
the great-souled Garfield. He-could not re- 
press the expression of his mortification at 
his owh self-caused downfall. He was 
the “boss” who, by virtue of his abil- 
ity’ deserved to be a “Boss.” As a 
matter of fact, the wake he wanted to 
hold over Grant, who is still a very lively 
corpse, proved to be a jeremiad over his own 
career—dead, buried, and beyond the hope ot 
resurrection. ‘The poor and rather degrad- 
ing consolation of eulogizing his own past— 
embellishing his own obituary—is all that is 
left for Conkling; and in order to do this he 
wa#willing to mortify his friend, and insult

ple, and would in a short time more have 
despoiled them completely had not that ter- 
ribie remedy for terrible evilsthe French 
Revolution—made it-substantially impossible 
to oppress humanity without redress ever 
afterward. At the time the French Revolu- 
tion occurred more than one-thirdof all the 
property in France had been swept into the 
coifers of the church as prayers for masses 
for deceased Persons, which it was com- 
pelled to restore to the people who had been 
thus despoiled. It was the same practice 
that helped to inspire Luther in his protests 
against priestly greed and rapacity. Since 
those times all Bufopean peoples have pro- 
tected themselves by statute against such 
robbery of hatural heirs in preventing such 
dispositions of property. 

The most vital part of Judge Tuley’s de- 
cision refers to the adoption of the English 
common law and the action of the people of 
Virginia in that regard. The Judge says: 
„Though the Established Church of En- 
gland was by law that of Virginia from its 
earliest colonial days, the convention of 1776 
adopted a provision in the Bill of Rights 
that all men are equally entitled to the free 
exercise of religion according to the dictates 
of conscience, and that it is the mutual duty 
of all to practice Christian forbearance, love, 
and charity toward each other.“ At the 
time of this convention the English common 
law prevailed in Virginia, gud the North west, 
which was largely settled trom Virginia, 
Was governed in accordance with the same 
law, which unquestionably includes the 
statutes of Henry VIII. and Edward VI. 
forbidding practices of this sort and making 
them void. But even accepting the Bill of 
Rights provision as to matters of conscience 
and the duty of love and charity,“ it is diffi- 
cult to see how the practice of devising prop- 
erty naturally belonging to heirs to a church 
for masses can. be wade to agree with the 
tundamental prineiples of religion. It will 
seem a jong step from consclenee and Chris- 
tian charity and a stretching of these princl- 
ples out so fine that they will with difficulty 
bearinspection. It will be hard to convince 
the laity in these days of progress and liberal 
thought and,absence from priestly domina- 
tion that it is a matter of conscience or Chris- 
tian love or charity fora person to despoil 
es api heirs, his wife and children, of 

r rights in property in order to bestow it 
oh priests for the saying of masses (which 
may be said or may not) to release the soul of 
the testator from an alleged purgatory, which 
the Bible is silent about, and cannot be affirmed 
upon any evidence Judge Tuley as a Chris- 
tian would be willing to aceept. The devise 
of property in Tilinois is carefully regulated 
by statute; but there is no provision in the 
laws of this State to enforce the diversion of 
a dead man’s estate from his heirs to the pur- 
pose of the bequest in question; nor did the 
laws of Virginia béfore the Revolution ree- 
ognize such a right, nor do they now. 

As we have said, we make ho question of 
Judge Tuley’s sineerity in his eonstruction 
of the law, but the decision, he must admit, 
is so repugnant to public sentiment, to the 
spirit of our institutions, to modern religious 
belief, and to the simplest ideas of humanity 
and justice, that no time should be lost in 
carrying the case up to the Supreme Court 
for its decision and final settlement of so 
important and grave a question. The public 
will look with anxiety to the decision of the 
higher court to ascertain if priests can avail 
themselves of a fourteenth-century practice, 
based upon superstition of sick and weak- 
minded people, to despoil the heirs of their 
property in this nineteenth century of light 
and liberty. ;

THE BRADLAUGH-AFFIRMATION BILL. 

The defeat of the Giadstone Government 
on tiie Bradiaugh bill, as the Affirmation 
bill is generally known, was not wholly un- 
expected. Had the measure been discussed 
and considered on its merits; had its pur- 
pose been disassociated from the offensive 
personality of Bradlaugh and his surround- 
ings; had it been voted on as a purely ab- 
Stract measure to legalize a principle gener- 
ally recognized in all civilized nations, and 
especially in America, there is no reason to 
qoubt that it would have been carried by an 
overwhelming magority. 

But it could not well be disassociated from 
Bradiaugh. It was held that it was intro- 
duced to meet the circumstances of his case, 
and Bradiaugh himself, by his speeches and 
writings and through the advocacy of his 
indiscreet friends, made it phatically his 
case. The religious sentiment of the En- 
glish people was roused; timid Liberals 
were afraid to act against the present feeling 
of their constituents, and remaitied away on 
tue night of the division; the treacherous 
Whigs, who hate Mr. Gladstone for his gen- 
uine radicalism, and the Irish members who 
are enraged by Spencer’s administration of 
the Harcourt Coercion act, helped the 
Tories te deteat the measure. 

As has been previously said, the merits of 
the measure have been lostsight of. Itis not, 
as many people reading the dispatches might 
be led to think, a measure to abolish the 
Parliamentary oath; it is not arecognition of 
atheism, or agnosticism, or, to use a hack- 
néyed phrase, au attempt to “abolish God 
from the Constitution.“ It is but an amend- 
ment to the English Parliamentary Oaths 
act, which provides that a member-elect of 


Parliament “may, if he thinks fit, instead 


of making and subscribing the vath of alle 
glance, make and subscribe a solemn affirma- 
tion.“ That is the sum and substance of. the 
bill. Had it not been loaded down with the 
dead-Weight of public avefsion to Brad- 
laugh it would be difficult even for the Tory 
leaders to urge any substantial arguments 
against its adoption, and the deserting Whigs 
and timid Liberals would have no excuse 
whatsvever for their treason to their party. 

The time chosen for the ifitroduction of 
the measure was inopportune, but its pro- 
moters thoubt that there could be no seri- 
ous opposition to it in view of the fact that 
it was well known that there were many 
aghostics in tie present and past Parliaments 
who took the oath, though they had scruples 
against doing 80, recognizing it as a mere 
formula, but also recognizing that the at- 
firmatory portion ofit was binding on their 
cotisciences. The scruples of such Sen, it 
was felt, should be respected, all the more 
readily as they deciined to raise a rumpus 
because it affected them personally. There 
was also the patent fact that there were 
members of the Cabinetand of the Ministry 
who sympathized with the form, if not the 
manner, of the Bradlaugh protest, and these 
were leaders of the most important section 
of the Liberal party—such men as John Mor- 
ley, Jesse Collings, Sir Wilfrid Lawson, and 
Prof. Fawcett, These are not hypocrits: 
they took the oath, with the usual “ mental 
reservation,” it is to be presumed, and with- 
held the expression of their scruples out of 
loyalty to their party. | 

Had the bill been introduced in deference 
to the wishes of these men it would have 
passed. But to pass it in order to guard the 
tender conscience of the virtuous Bradiaugh 
was quite anotner thing. The Whigs felt 
that their supporters would curidone their 
desertion of Gladstone, in the case of a bill 
which the majority of English ehurch-going 
people felt was designed to facilitate the ad- 
mission to Parliament of a man whe 
scornfully refused to take the oath and 


revolted & public less orthodoslf Christian 
than the English public, and might have fur- 
nished pretext for desertion of party to men 
more loyal to their principles and their chief 
than have been the English Whigs to the 
Liberal party and Mr. Gladstone. | * 

Mr. Gladstone has never been more con- 
sistent than in the case of me Affitmation 
bill. He has made sacrifices, which is rare in 
the history of party leaders. His reverse 
now will only aid to his fame. History will 
-vindicate him, and say that he was never 
more heroic than towards the close of his

A FOREIGN GAS MONOPOLY. 

A recent Paris letter gives ah account of a 
eonflict between the Municipality and the 
gas company of that city which would in- 
dicate at first sight that the people of Eu- 
ropean cities do not enjoy much better pro- 
tection from monopolists than American 
cities guarantee under a popular form of 
government. The gas company of Paris 
holds a monopoly running fifty years from 
the date of the original concession, whieh 
was made in 1855, The franchise fixed the 
price of gas for both public and private con- 
sumption, and the people are paying as much 
for their gas today as they pald in the begin- 
ning, though the cost of producing it has been 
reduced by one-half. The struggle between 
the city and the gas company has been to se- 
cure a reduction in the price for individual 
consumption, and as no terms of agreement 
could be reached—the company falling back 
upon its “vested rights —the Municipal 
Council has passed a peremptory order upon 
the company to charge one-sixth less than 
it has been charging in the past, and the ul- 
timate decision of the controversy is left to 
the courts. | 

A closer examination of the contract be- 
tween the Municipality of Paris and the gas 
company reveals the fact, however, that a 
European monopoly is not secured without 


, Yielding some compensation to the public, 


while in American monopolies the benefici- 
aries are in the habit of paying only the per- 
sons whose official positions enable them to 
grant the desired franchises. The contract 
under which the Paris Gas Company oper- 
ates provides that gas shall be furnished to 
private consumers at the rate of about $1.70 
per 1,000 feet, which is cheaper than the new 
rate promised to the gas consumers of Chicago 
as a result of competition, and this low rate 
has prevailed in Paris for nearly thirty years, 
during a large part of which Chicago gas- 
consumers pild twice as much. Besides, 
the Municipality in granting the monopoly 
stipulated that the price of gas to the 
city should be only one-half the amount 
charged to the private consumers. Still 
further than this, it was agreed on the part 
of the company that it should erect and 
maintain all lights needed for the streets and 
public buildings, should pay arent for the 
use of all streets through whieh it might lay 
its pipes, and shate the profits of the busi- 
ness over a certain amount with the eity. As 
a result of this arrangement the city derived 
a revenue of $4,137,000 trom the gas monop- 
oly in 1882, a sum about equal to the total 
city expenses of Chicago, If the Municipal 
Government of this eity had a similar ar- 
rangement with the gas companies there 
would be little disposition on the part of the 
people to complain about the monopoly. In 
addition to all this, the City of Paris has the 
right to purchase the entire outfit of the gas 
company at the end of its chartered term 
for one-half the actual cost of the same. 

This case illustrates fairly the usual dif- 
ference between, monopolies granted by Eu- 
ropean cities and those given away by Ameri- 
can eities. In the former there is always an 
effort to secure a quid pro quo in favor of 
the public. A franchise is regarded asa 
thing of value not to be parted with except 
upon terms Which shall yield the people an 
enduring and progressive compensation, In 
an Ameriean city the rule is simply to dicker 
with the authorities; pay Aldermen their 
price, which is always insignificant compared 
to the benefits acquired, and then defy the 
public with a distorted version of “vested 
rights.“ 

AUTOCRACY AND SOCIAL REFORMS. 

One of the most trenchant criticisms yet 
made upon the recent pronunciamento of 
the ruling power in Germany with reference 
to social reéforths ahd the amelioration of the 
condition of its working people is contained 
in the Pull Mall Gazette of April 21. It is 
to the effect that while both the Emperor 
and the Chancellor are unquestionably sin- 
cere in their desire to effect these reforms 
and to better the condition of the poor, if 
only for the reason of getting more revenue 
out of them, they cannot do it unaided. 


truth to say that they will not in the nature 
Of things. No autocracy of itself ever yet 
did anything for the people in the way of 
bettering their condition, The Gazette very 
pointedly says: Where Me Bismarck] 
errs is in thinking that that problem can be 
solved for the people and not by them, and 
can be solved without the sacrifice of many 


acceptance of many ot those which he thinks 
hateful.” In point of fact, the German Gov- 
ernment has been laboring by itself to effect 
these results for the last three years with 
pension funds, sick-fund bills, aecident-in- 
surance bills, and other remedial measures, 
which have been barren of result. They do 
not go down to the core of things, ‘They re- 
inove no burdens, Worse than this, they 
seek to lift the German people up with all 
their burdens on their backs and to encour- 
age them to save something for old age 
when their wages are down to the minimum 
and taxation of every kind—vun incomes 
above $150 and on the necessaries of life—up 
to the maximum. To use a homely old illus- 
tration, they are encouraging the people to 
lift themselves. by pulling on their boot- 
straps. For every social reform which they 
propose a political obstacle stands in the way. 

The most formidable of these obstacles is 
the autocracy itself. The more the people 
might be elevated and their condition bet- 
tered the weaker would decome the autoc- 
racy. A perfect absolutism must be based 
upon the ignorance aud weakness of the 
subjects. As their condition is improved 
thé power of autocracy must diminish: at a 
certain point it would disappear altogether. 
When that condition is improved, it will be 
done by the people themselves, but when the 
people are in a condition to right their own 
wrongs the obstaclés‘which they will have 
to remove will be political ones, If they aré 
able to remove them, they will be able to re- 
move the autocratic power itself. That time 
is rapidly approaching. It is two years since 
the imperial rescript was issued which as- 
serted the royal prerogative of the Em- 
peror, so far as Prussia is concerned, 
and warned the Reichstag that it was 
only the creature of the Government, and 
that its only funciion was to register the 
edicts of the Emperor. The pronunciamento 
was sufficiently. impressive and even men- 
acing, but it has had no effeet. The Reichs- 
tag has gone on its way discussing and 
originating legislation, and even veting down 
bome of the very ecouumic measures Which 
the Government has introduced, as if no such 
rescript had ever been issued. Imperial let- 
ters and messages of the autocratic kind are 
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politely received, impolitely discussed. and

Power is given to a referee to 
determine the increased renting value of 
land made by the tenant’s improvements and 
to prevent unjust evictions.

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„TRR coronation of the Czar,” says the Pall 
Mall Gazette,.** will bring to tight some curious 
and ancient works of art which are only seen at 
long intervals. The nucleus of the Russian re- 
galia is Byzantine, and of a great antiquity. It 
was sent by the Greek Emperor Constantine 
Monomachos to Kiefin 1114 by tie hands of the 
Archbishop of Ephesus and the Bishops of Mity- 
lene and of Antioch. Of this original treasure, 
first used at the coronation of Viadimir Vsevo- 
lodovitch, the granason of St. Vladimir, several 
portions are said to exist still uninjured; in par- 
ticular, a jeweled cross,a bowl of gold iniaid 
with mother-of-pearl which is said to have de- 
longed to the Roman Emperor Augustus, and 
the imperial coronet of the Autocratsof Rus- 
sia. This last ornament was used upon every 
occasion down to the coronation of Fedor Alex- 
eievitch, since whose reign it has been usual to 
place on the Czar’s head one of the two cruwns 
made for the occasion of the simultaneous en- 
thronement of John and Peter Alexeievitch. 
The modern regalia of Russia, in the midst of 
which the beauty of these ancient and barbaric 
objects will be lost, is said to possess no great 
artistic value.“

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[New York Times. —It is not easy to un- 
derstand why the attempt to enforce the law 
against selling adulterated teas should cause 
excitement and even censure. The adulteration 
of articles that enter into the dally consumption 
of our people has become so common that the 
purity and genuineness of food and drink are 
constantiy in doubt. The stuff that comes from 
France as wine and brandy, and from China as 
téa, may be cited as among the worst and most 
notorious aduiterations. Congress fifially passed 
alaw authorizing the official examination of 
teas, with the intention of legalizing the sale of 
the genuine articie and the condemopation of 
traudulent preparations. It is well known that 
teas which have been steeped,or exhausted, or 
have been painted and colored with China elay, 
gypsum, Prussian blue, and other mineral sub- 
stances, have been brought to this country aud 
sold. Under the new law some of these villain- 
ous compounds have been seized and their sale 
prohibited. .Whereupon it is loudly compiained 
that these teas are no worse than thuse sold tur 
many yearsin the market without complaint, 
This is undoubtedly true, but the law forbidding 
their sale is only about two montns old. 


Tur New York politicians are disciples of 
Fianigan, ot Texas, and want to know why they 
are sent to the Legislature if not for spoils.

From neariy all quarters come ac- 
counts of the great change brought by the 
heavy showers in March and April. Grain which 
it wus feared would be a total lose has been re- 
vived and the fields that were plowed up bave 
been resown, with the prospect of an excellent 
erup. The inerease in the acreage of wheat 
varies from 10 to BW per cent, and it may be 
Stated that there is an aycrage increase throu 1 
out the State — — percent. This, with the fair 
crop expected, wil l bring the yield up to more 
than last year’s crop, Iu the great wheat-growing 
counties—Coilusa, San Joaguin, Stanislaus, Yolo, 
Sonoma, Santa Clara, Tehama, Monterey, and 
Merced—wheat is reported to be in une condi- 
tion. In Colusa the increased acreage will bring 
up the yieid fully to that of last year; in Saa 
Joaquin the increase in acreage is 20 per cout. 
and the crops on the islands will be heavy; Stau- 
islaus will have 600,000 acres ia wheat, and Yolo 
will produce 80.000 tons. The bariey crop in 
many counties will not be equal to that of last 
ear, as there has been a decrease of acreage. 
ay is light throughout the State, but this is 
made up in some measure by the increase in 
alfaifa. There will be enough feed for the stock, 
as many ranchmen sold or drove into the mount- 
ains a portion of their herds at the begin uing of 
the seuson lu anticipation of adry year.
